The Canadian Wheat Board has 
closed out the 1960-61 wheat pool 
account and the average final pay¬ 
ment to producers amounts to 
31.843 cents per bushel — largest 
in the history of the board’s opera¬ 
tions, Agriculture Minister Alvin 
Hamilton told the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

Average final payment on the 
previous year’s pool account was 
12.001 cents per bushel. 

Producers delivered 392.8 mil¬ 
lion bushels to the 1960-61 pool and 
at its close Feb. 28, there was a 
surplus of $165,500,284 including 
the interim payment of $39,282,601 
to producers last November. 

This left a final distribution to 
producers of $125,088,385, after al¬ 
lowing for the Prairie Farm As¬ 
sistance Act levy, the cost of is¬ 
suing the final payment cheques 
and after crediting the account 
with estimated additional interest 
earnings. 

Mr. Hamilton said the Wtleat 
Board will start issuing final pay¬ 
ment cheques early in April. 

The minister told the House that 
the record final payment would 
not have been possible without ac¬ 
celerated grain sales, devaluation 
of the Canadian dollar and the 
government’s extension of credit.

62 wheat pool arising out of the 
10c per bushel increase in the 
initial price, would meet the main 
shock of last year’s poor crop. He 
indicated that the adjustment pay¬ 
ment would follow in May.

Trial Run For Sprinkler 


Irrigation At 

Faced with a serious grass pro¬ 
blem on the fairways, the grounds 
crew at the Vulcan Golf and 
Country Club this week embarked 
on a sprinkler irrigation experi¬ 
ment which, if found to be success¬ 
ful, will be recommended to the 
membership next year as an in¬ 
vestment in permanent water 
supply. 

A sprinkler system, presently on 
loan from Clay Snow is being 
used. Twelve hundred feet of sec¬ 
tioned four-inch aluminum pipe is 
feeding 27 individual nozzles from 
a tractor operated pump. 

The unit ran all day Sunday 
and Monday on fairways close to 
the baseball diamond using the 
full town run-off dug-out for its 
supply. Groundsman Clayton Mac¬ 
Millan is presently chasing all over 
the course for his water. Another 
run-off slough by number three 
green is being tapped but the 
steady source is expected to come 
from, the well located near the

cemetery. 

A dugout is planned for the 
rough near number six fairway 
which will be filled to serve that 
area and with additional lengths of 
pipe such a system may be used 
to serve most of the course. 

This will be a major project this 
year to stave off a recurrence of 
the 1961 heat damage to the grass, 
and to give reseeded fairways ad¬ 
ditional water to that hoped for 
by spring and summer rains. 

Club member Nelson Jamison 
had donated the use of his tractor 
for this trial run and another is 
being lined up when his takes to 
the fields this spring. 

Water from the rotating nozzles 
"has a spraying distance of 40 feet 
and a solid strip the length of the 
s.-stem can be served. 

This irrigation plan will be at¬ 
tempted for the coming season on 
a trial basis to determine whether 
the results justify the installation 
of a club-owned system.
